SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


Members  of  the  School  Board: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  herewith  my  fifth  annual 
report  on  the  condition  of  the  schools. 

The  total  number  of  different  pupils  registered  in 
the  District  for  the  year  1928-29  was  48,  15  of  these 
registered  at  North  Grantham  and  33  in  the  Grantham 
Village  school.  Twenty-seven  were  boys  and  21  were 
girls.  The  schools  were  in  session  an  average  of  359 
half  days.  The  percentage  of  attendance  for  the  year 
was  95.8. 

Of  the  48  pupils  one  was  registered  in  some  other 
district  in  the  state  during  the  school  year  leaving  a 
not  total  of  47  pupils.  These  were  distributed  through 
the  grades  as  follows:  First-11,  Second-4,  Third-10, 
Fourth-5,  Fifth-5,  Sixth-3,  Seventh-4,  and  Eighth-5! 
Thirty-five  of  the  47  were  promoted,  6  children  being 
held  back  to  repeat  the  year.  It  is  worth  mentioning 
that  there  were  only  17  cases  of  tardiness  during  the 
year. 

During  the  school  year  four  meetings  of  the  School 
Board  were  held  and  the  members  made  13  visits  to 
the  different  schools  while  46  visits  were  made  by  the 
Superintendent  and  22  by  citizens.  The  average  salary 
paid  the  teachers  was  $950. 

The  same  teachers  are  employed  in  Grantham  this 
year,  thus  giving  us  experienced  teachers  in  each  of 
the  three  schools.  From  the  appearance  of  the  work 
being  done  it  would  seem  that  we  were  getting  as  near 
one  hundred  per  cent  return  for  the  investment   made 


46 
in  the  schools  as  is  possible.    The  work  of  the  teachers 
in  general  is  to  be  commended. 

There  is  need  for  a  new  stove  in  the  Grantham 
Village  school  and  the  room  should  be  redecorated  in 
order  to  add  to  the  cleanliness  and  general  appearances 
of  the  school. 

A  report  of  the  School  Nurse  and  Physician  is 
attached.  The  giving  of  the  Schick  test  is  a  forward 
and  progressive  step.  This  should  relieve  parents 
of  the  dread  of  diptheria.  A  study  of  the  table  of 
defects  among  the  children  will  show  that  very  little 
remedial  work  needs  to  be  done.
